The Remarkable Suit Filed by Mr. Johnson, 
the Well-Known Temperance Orator—A 
Scandal Which Involves a Prominent 
Broker. : 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 2.—Eli Johnson, the 
temperance lecturer and agitator, has begun 
&@ suit in the Brooklyn Supreme Court 
against Henry A. Higley, a grain and pro- 
vision broker at 108 Broad street, for alienat- 
ing the affections of his wife, Mary C. Johp- 
son, and for the great distress of body and 


mind which he has suffered in conse- 
quence. Damages are laid at $100,- 
000. The summons and complaint were 
served on Mr. Higley as soon 


as he appeared on the floor of the Produce 
Exchange, of which he is a member. Mrs. 
Johnson has been almost as well known as 
her husband in her devotion to the cause of 
temperance. She was the recognized leader 
of the Woman’s Temperance Union for 
Christian work, of which for nine years she 
was the president. For several years she 
has seldom been missed. from temperance 
gatherings in Brooklyn. Mr. Johnson 
alleges 
IN HIS COMPLAINT 

that in the months of February, March, April, 
May, June, July, August, S»ptember, Octo- 
ber, November and December, 1882, and in 
January, February, March and April of the 
present year, Mr. Higley wickedly, willfully 
and maliciously maintained improperly inti- 
mate relations with Mary C. Johnson, the 
plaintiff’s wife, and that thereby the affec- 


tion of his wife was alienated and destroyed. 
Mr. Johnson left the country in February, 
1882, to make 4 tour asa temperance orator in 
Australia and did not return until last March. 
Mr. Higley’s impropriety with his wife, 
he says,extended over the entire period of 
his absence, During her husband’s long 
absence and until a few days ago, Mrs. John- 
son resided ina fashionable boarding-house 
known as the Remsen House, 
on Clinton and Remsen streets, directly op- 
posite the Brooklyn Club. Years ago the 
Remsen House was the home of the Long 


Island, Club which no longer exists. Mrs. 
Gloucester (colored), whose wealth is 
estimated at over $500,000, owns 


the premeesy now and keeps it as 
a oarding-house. The building 
is one of the most ornate and pretentious on 
the Heights. In the pretty green garden 
on the Clinton street side are fountains, in 
which goldfish play in the summer months. 
Mrs. Johnson occupied two large front rooms 
on the second floor. Mr. Higley had been 
acquainted with Mr. Johnson and his wife 
for seven ytars, and deeply interested him- 
self inthe

in which they were engaged, and there were 
many social meetings between the respective 
families. While Mr. Johnson was absent on 
his Australian trip Mr. Higley was a frequent 
visitor at the Remsen House. At first his 
meetings with Mrs. Johnson were in the par- 
lor, but afterward it is said he was received 
in her apartments, where he would remain 
for four or five hours at a time. It 
is said that he had a latch key and that he 
caine and Went like a reguiar boarder. Mr. 
Johnson returned to Brooklyn on March 
12 and joined his wife at the Remsen 
flouse. Iltis alleged that for three days be- 
fore his arrival Mr. Higley’s visits ceased. 
On Mareh 27 a grand reception was 
tendered Mr. Johnsou at the Academy of 
Music, Mr. Higley being the chairman of 


the reception committee. Among _ those 
who welcomed Mr. Johnson were 
Mr. Beecher, the Rev. T. L. Cuyter. 
the Rev. ‘T. De Witt Talmage and 
the Rev. A. J. Hutton: For a short 


time the relations between Mr. Johnson and 
Mr. Higley were of the most friendly de- 
scription, and the latter, in one of their con- 
versations,

the coming summer for himself and Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnson. As late as the 29th of March 
he addressed the following letter to them: 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson: 

DEAR Frienps—I am glad to say to 
you that my health is better this morn- 
ing, ny cold seems to be passing away as 
well asmy rheumatic trouble matter. Hope 
that this will ind you both rested and well. 
I would like to hear the beli-ringers to- 
morrow evening, and would like also to at- 
tend Piymouth prayer-meeting. Do the 
ripgers perforin Saturday evening for the 
Wayside Home? I would like to go with 
you some evening to hear them, and wil! go 
to-morrow or Saturday evening, as you think 
best, or is most agreeable to you. 
| would like to attend the circus Saturday 
afternoon and wiil invite you to that and to 
dinner after at one of the best hotels up- 
town. No, I will change that, and say Del- 
monico’s. Will that be convenient and 
agreeable? Maybel willcallon you on my 
way howe this evening and arrange matters.

Mr. Johnson’s suspicions having been 
aroused, he not only negatived'§ the 
proposition for the European trip, 
but resolved to keep aclose watch on his 


wife and Mr. Higley. Having employed two 
irivate detectives, he found quarters for them 
in the Remsen House. He then let it be 
understood that he was going to Saratoga 
for a week or two. His wife went with him 
to the Grand Central Depot,where they took 
AN AFFECTIONATE FAREWELL 

of each other. Instead of taking the train, 
however, for Saratoga, he slipped off an- 
other side of the depot and shadowed iis 
wife. He saw her go te a telegraph 
ofilice and write a dispatch. He avers that 
he got a copy of the dispatch, aud that it was 
as follows: . 
‘To H. A. Higley, Produce Exchange: 

J. left on 4 o'clock train on the Grand Cen- 
ra!. J] remain up town. J. 

‘The two detectives. who were also at the 
depot,followed Mrs. Johnson toa hair-dress- 
ing establishment, thence to the Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel, where she remained for half an 
hour. Mr. Higley did notcome. The pres- 
euce of the detectivesin the boarding-house 
soon became kuown'to Mrs. Johnson, who 
also learned from one of the detectives, who, 
it is said, had espoused her cause, that Mr.

He went to Chicago in 
1868 and remained until after the great fire, 
which blotied outall his worldly posses- 
siuns. During the war he was a member of 
the Executive’ Committee of the United 
States Christian Commission. He removed

assador,was based upon an incorrect trans- 
lation by the New York Handels-Zeitung of 
Sargent’s report. The North German Ga- 
zette, in reproducing ,the report, prefaces it 
by a paragraph which the Times correspond- 
dent characterizes as a weak and transparent 
attempt upon the part of the manageinent to 
excuse this unwarrantable attack. This is 
the only excuse vouchsafed by the Berlin 
paper, and it is the general opinion here 
that, while the apology is hambie enough, it 
must be regarded, nevertheless, as entirely 
inadequate, since it convicts the North Ger- 
man Gazette of gross misreprescntation of 
the truth.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


The Quantity Some City Institutious 
Consume per Day. 

During the last session of. the Municipal 
Assembly av ordinance was passed providing 
for supplying all of the city institutions with 
water meters, and under the provisions of 
this ordinance the Water Commissioner is 
now having meters placed in the Court- 
house, City Hall, the City Hospital and all 
the other public buildings, and = on 
Friday last ten meters were. placed im 
the Four Courts building. One of these 
supplies the jail and the boiler room in the 
basement. During the first twenty-four 
hours afterwards the meter measured 24,000 
feet of water, showing that the total amount 
of water used by these single departments 
only was 180,000 gallons per day—one foot of 
water being equivalent to seven and a half 
gallons. At the same rate the other nine 
meters would bring the entire quantity of 
water consumed in the Four Courts building 
up to one million and a half gallons per day! 

Numerous complaints reached the water 
office during the past week of scarcity of 
water inthe district west of Jefferson ave- 
nue. The scarcity was due to the fact that 
one of the pumps at the Water-works at Bis- 
sell’s Point is undergoing repairs. It was 
stated by one gentleman at the City Hall to- 
day that only one pump was at work, but 
Water Commissioner Whitman denied the 
revort, asserting emphatically that two en- 
gines had been constantly working. 


PATENT PERPLEXITIES. 


In the Capstan Case Judge Treat Dis- 
cusses Infringement Law. 


Judge Treat to-day, in the United States 
Circuit Court, rendered an important decis- 
ion in the case of McMillan et al. vs. Con- 
rad et al., relating to infringement of a 
patent for capstans. About seven years ago 
cases were brought into this court against 
several parties. One case went to final hearing 


and the validity of the patent was established 
henee there was an infringement. An 


appeal was taken, but it was subsequently 
abandoned at the instance of the plaintiff for 
a consideration. This was understood to be 
a test case.. The other cases, incluaing one 
against the defendant in this case, were dis- 
missed. Since that time he has continued to 
use the patent device. It is said that more 
than a hundred cases have been instituted 
ainst as many parties, in some 
0 which the patent was upheld 
and in others provisional! injunction granted. 
It was urged that if a patentee has to pursue 
in separate suits each infringement, the 
value of the patentis lost through accumu- 
lated costs, expenses, ete. On the other 
hand the defendant in a specific caseis no 
more bound by the decree in another case 
than is the plalntiff. The court thinks that 
it would wiser if the law made 
oper provision: once for all 
orthe validity of a patent when assailed. 
But the law must be takenas found and each 
defendant heid to have an independent right. 
to control the validity of the patent. It may 
be that infringers persecute a patentee by 
contesting his rights ad intinitum, andit may 
be that a patentee without merit persecutes 
ad infinitum the public at large. It is conelu- 
sive on this motion for a provisional injunc- 
tion that the decree heretofore rendered es- 
tablished the Lor same of the patent. -A bond 
for $1,000 is required. 


A KISSING CASE.

Ladies and Their Imported European Toilets 
—The Trouble Occasioned by a Couple of 
Federal Special Agents.

Everybody remembers the visit to St. Loui: 
of Thos. H. Keeffe and John Douglas, special 
agents of the United States Treasury De- 
partment. These gentlemen were here to 
look after certain alleged smuggling cases, 
and among those with whom they 
said they did business were Mr. Rolla 
Billingsly and Capt. Joseph Nanson. 
Detective Keeffe pointed out Mr. Rolla Bil- 
lingsley in the rotunda of the Southern Ho- 
tel and remarked, “There is aman whom I 
compelled to put $1,000.” Mr. Keeffe was ter- 
ririblv unreliable as a giver of news, as the 
following story will show: Last fall Mr. 
Billingsley’s wife and daughter re- 
turn from Europe, accompanied 
by Mrs. J. Nanson and her daughter 
all of them had enjoyed the trip, and when 
they arrived in St. Louis they were still im- 
pressed with the pleasures of the tour. 
About the middle of February, however, 
Messrs. Keeffe and Douglass also made a 
visit here,and the result somewhat took away 
the charms of the European trip. Mr.Keeffe 
called upon Mr. Biliingsley,tola him that his 
wife and daughter had violated the revenue, 
and with an uir that detectives only can as- 
sume, Warned him that he had better pay 
what was asked than have any publicity in 
the case. Thesame cail was made on Mr. 
Joseph Nanson. Mr. Walter S. Bartley, the 
well-known broker, was also yisited by the 
astute Keeffe, and a similar statement made 
tu him. Mrs. Bartley had just returned froin 
Europe and that far the case was true. 
The daughters oi Mr. Billingsley and Capt. 
Nanson are well-known society belles, and 
none of the ladies mentioned had the slight- 
est intention of viviating any law that was 
ever nade. Still here was

had been violated, and the supposition 
was that he knew what he was saying. 
As @ result, the gentlemen, who were in 
total ignorance of the law, decided to pay 
what was demanded. Mr. Billingsley depos- 
iteu $650 in the sub-tréusury, as the result of 
Mr. Keeffe’s demand. Mr. Nanson paid 
3250. Mr. Walter 8S. Bartley’s assessment 
Was a less sum that the other two mentioned. 
The gentiemen mentioned paid the trifling 
sums mentioned because they imagined that, 
perhaps, there has been an accident and un- 
intentional violation of the law, and thev 
wished to avoid the publicity and the-talk 
that would grow ontof such a matter. When, 
however, the matter appeared in print, any- 
how, and when it was. stated that 
Mr. Billingsley had paid $1.000, the 
gentlemen determined to seek legal advice. 
the firm of Overall & Judson were called 
upon and their services engaged to look into 
the matter. Messrs. Overall & Judson saw 
at once that there had been no violation of 
the revenue law and conmmunicated with the 
Treasury Department at Washington. As a 
result of this statement, an order was sent 
to Mr. Whitney, Collector of the Customs, 
that he should look into the matter. As a 
result 

AN INVESTIGATION WAS RECENTLY HELD 
at the office of Messrs. Overall and Judson, 
Collector Whitney himself examining the 
witnesses. Mrs. Billingsley herself was first 
put on the stand, and she deposed to what 
she had brought fgom Europe, and under 
what conditions. Miss Billingsley was next 
called, and told her story. Among other 
things it was developed that 
the lynx-eyed Keeffe had _ discovered 
that the young lady had two hats. 
One of these Miss Billingsley testified that 
she had used in her walks and drives during 
her European visit. and the other she had 
purchased whenever she went to church or 
to the theater, or to any place where a piece 
of headgear which had been. used in travel- 
ing would not be appropriate. 

Let dir. Aeeie had conciuded to charge her 
just about $50 for bringing over this hat, this 
sum being twice the price, according to his 
estimate, with other penalties imposed.

THIS WAS DONE ON YESTERDAY. 

There was no violation of the law at all, 
and if the gentleman had consulted attor- 
neys previously, there would have been Do 
trouble whatever. lt was because they 
thought that Keeffe had discovered a teche 
nical violation of a law the provisions of 
which they did not know 
that the money was paid at all. 
The decision of the ‘Treasury Department 
entirely exonerates the ladies and gentlemen 
mentioned from any violation of the law, 
accidental or otherwise, and throws quite a 
cloud over Mr. Keeffe’s alleged ingenuity. 
The money was paid in the first place to 
avoid the annoyance of an investigation, 
and there would never have been any further 
trouble if the matter had not come out. But 
the further investigation showed Messrs. 
Billingsley, Nanson and Bartley that their 
wives and daughters were right all the time. 
They now have the dual pleasure of receiv- 
ing back their money and of being vindi- 
cated by the department after the one-sided 
conviction of Mr. Keeffe.

LABOR TROUBLES. 


The Annual May Strikes Inaugur- 
, ated To-Day. |

The Stone-Cutters and Plasterers Qut—The 
Bricklayers Want an Increase—Rumors of 
| Other Strikes—Troubles Elsewhere. 


When the leaves begin to green, and the 
winter it is gone, a lot of single young men, 
headed by professional secretaries of unions 
and “labor agitators’ with felons on their 
thumbs, inaugurate strikes among the trades- 
men. The demonstrations are generally 
made about the time of “‘buck beer’ and the 
announcement of the opening of various 
Sunday resorts. The striking season lasts 
until late in the picnic season, and then the 
men al] return to work. A stone-cutter get- 
ting $3 50 per day concludes to strike for $4 
per day, or 83 more per week. He lays out of 
work for a month at a loss of $84 and secures 
the raise. Then he works for 
twenty-eight weeks or seven months 
to regain’ the amount his foolishnesss 
has lost him. “The first of May 
is moving day,” so Carl Schurz and others 
before him said. The St. Louis contractor is 
haunted by what has grown into an aphor- 
ism in St. Louis, to-wit: “The first of May 
eriking day.”” Without any other provo- 
cation than desire, the journeymen stone- 
cutters at their ‘union’? meetings last Sun- 
day agreed to demand on May 1 an increase 
of wages from $3 WW to $4 per day, and the 
establishment of a uniform rate at the latter 
figure. Stone-cutters are paid to some ex- 
tent like clexks, book-keepers, and other 
men who toil, but are not classed as ‘‘work- 
ingmen.” Of the 500 journeymen stone-cut- 
ters in the city perhaps 200 of thein get $4 
perday.

The Board of Police Commission. 
ers to Acton Their Request. 


To be Regularly Licensed and Registered 
Under the Ordinances.

At the next meeting of the Board of 
Police Commissioners the subjeet of licens 
ing private detectives will be taken up for 
discussion. Severa! days ago the board receiy- 
ed a petition from some of the private detec. 


Up to the last session of the Municipal 
Assembly the powers of the Commissioner 
were indefinite. The following ordinance 
was passed, and approved by the May 
last month: ‘The Police Cominissioners of 
the city of St. Louis shall have power to reg. 
ulate and license all private watchmen, pr. 
vate detectives and private policemen, and 
no person shallact as private watchmap, 
private detective or private policeman in this 
city without the written license of the Presi 
dent or acting President of the Police Reasd: 
provided, however, that no charge shall lv 
made for the issue of such license or permit 
Provided, further, that in case of the disa 
bility of a licensed watchman, a substitute 
may be employed without license for a term 
not exceeding one week. Every violation of 
this ordinance shall be a misdemeanor, and 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than five hundred do’- 
lars for each offense,” 

There are at present four detective agen. 
cies in the city’ outside of the regular Police 
Department foree.- MeDonough & Huthsing, 
A. J. Stiles, Lonergan & Thiel, andthe 
Cole Mercantile Agency are operating. In 
addition to this several legal firms 
are employing private detectives in their 
offices, while a number of men are working 
on their own hook. The recent exploits of 
voung Russell, who is now in the Work-house, 
and similar performances by other parties 
have brought the business into disrepute in 
this city. 

VICE-PRESIDENT KERWIN

FORENOON SESSION. 

The decision yesterday in the Court of Appeals 
in the case of Kent vs. Miitenberger gives uni- 
versal satisfaction to the Lxchange members.

shipping basis, and that under the rules of the 
Exchange this was necessary. In this August 
wheat deal there was no contest by the shorts, 
they all settling at the longs’ price, it being gen- 
erally satisfactory and considered a fair vaiue for 
the wheat.—_—Seine time ago samples, purporting 
to be specimens of the growing wheat trom 
Southern Illinois, were shown on ‘Change. They 
were so accepted in good faith by the members, but 
to-day their fraud was exposed by A. Junot, who 
after seeing the samples declared they were rye, 
instead ot wheat. So sure was he that he bet S200 
lo $5, and he won his bet, clearly proving tlat 
such was the case. Capt. J. S. Nanson came in 
from a trip through Missouri and part of Kansas.

A CELEBRATED CASE. 

"As Kentucky can generally be relied on to 
furnish about three sensational tragedies in 
a week, itis hardly worth while to pass any 
further comment on any of them except to 
say that the Kentucky code of morals can be 
understood only by those who practice it. 
It is a survival amid civilized times of a bar- 
barism which, elsewhere, lingers only in 
such wild communities as Arabia or Mon- 
tenegro, or other lands where the owning of 
a woman as a chattel is the happiness of life 
and the destruction of a man is its glory. 
| But the trouble with this peculiar code 
‘is that in the attempt to perpetuate 
it in an otherwise civilized community 
it has lost the perfection of savage justice 
without acquiring the milder features of set- 
tled law, and this weakness in the theory 
was illustrated in the last sensation with 
which Kentucky has furnished us, the shoot- 
ing of Davis by THOMPSON. 

The offense which DAvis expiated with 
his life, taken from him without trial, with- 
out amoment’s warning, was that he had 
been suspected of debauching the wife of his 
slayer. Thisis the penalty in all savage 
communities, but with this trifling differ- 
ence, that the savages take good care of their 
wives and do not allow them to 
be exposed in situations where their 
precious but feeble virtue might be tempt- 
ed. Aman who knows that his wife isan 
rresponsible being, but who at the same 
time holds her honor so dear that he slays 
without remorse any one who is _ sus- 
pected of her dishonor, should watch very 
closely over such a chattel. The African 
savage, who stands ready to brain both wife 
and paramour when his fierce revenge is 
challenged, keeps his wife at home. He 
would never dream of leaving her alone ina 
great city, knowing that she was the victim 
of a weakness which left her helpless at the 
mercy of all men. 

There is another feature of savage justiee 
which is somewhat lacking in the Ken- 
tucky code. The savage law, which 
gives to the individual power of life and 
death, and which allows to injured husbands 
the right of exacting a Draconian reparation, 
holds the slayer toa strict accountability if 
he kills an innocent man. The same law 
which forfeits a life to him forfeits his life 
to the family of one whom he kills without 
cause. Public sentiment in Kentucky to- 
day is deep in grief and sympathy for the 
misfortune of a favorite son who annihilated 
an innocent man under a mistaken im- 
pression, but if public sentiment in Ken- 
tucky would:rise to the level of Ashantee 
justice it would enforce the Ashantee 
penalty and thereby induce subsequent 
victims of conjugal misfortune to be more 
sure of their evidence before making sure of 
their aim with the revolver. 

But, as we have said, the Kentucky code 
can be understood only by those who prac- 
tice it. It seems to suit the people down 
there, and its hold on their minds is not at all 
weakened or in any way affected by the prog- 
ress of civilization elsewhere. To all the 
rest of the world the THompson-DAvis

THE FINANCES. 

The condition of the general business of 
the country is very accurately represented 
by the transactions of the National Treasury, 
where, under the influence of diminished re- 
ceipts and of increased expenditures, the re- 
duction of the national debt bas practically 
ceased. The reduction for April is only 
$2,851,402 65, against $9,344,826 27 for March, 
$7,630,678 54 for February and $13,626,883 87 
for January. The change is, of course, only 
due in part to the condition of general busi- 
ness and in part to the changes introduced 
by legislation. The increase of expenditure 
comes chiefly from pension payments, which 
amounted to nearly $10,000,000 during the 
month; the decrease of receipts affects both 
the customs and internal revenue, the total 
decrease of the month as compared with the 
receipts for April, 1882, being more than 
$8,000,000. 

As far as the future of the Treasury is con- 
cerned, there is no need of many words to 
state the situation. The Commissioner of 
Pensions will call for $15,000,000 in May, and 
$5,000,000 in June, while there is no reason 
to expect any increase of revenue for these 
two remaining months of the fiscal year. 
The recent falling off in the internal rev- 
enue receipts was of course due to 
the anticipated reduction of the to 
bacco taxes on May 1, and during May 
we may expect this branch of the revenue to 
improve. Butthe reduction in the taxes is 
so great that it must permanently diminish 
the revenue, no matter how great elasticity 
the business may show under its lightened 
burden. There is nothing to justify us in 
looking for an increase of imports or of reve- 
nue from customs, and the fiscal year will 
close with the country’s receipts and ex- 
penditures much nearer an equilibrium than 
we should like to have them. 

The business causes which have contrib- 
uted to this condition of affairs im- 
press themselves on everybody. Two of 
the important industries of the coun- 
try, the tobacco and whisky business, 
have been temporarily checked by the 
changes of legislation, the business of rail- 
road building, and of iron making, so inti- 
mately connected with it,has been prudently 
restrained, the artificial inflation of stock 
values by specuiation has been also 
restrained, and the brakes have been put 
on in accordance with the dictates of good 
sense. Business is quiet for the present, and 


just how well off the country is and how 


it must remain so until the crops determine 


many luxuries it can afford to indulge in. 

The abolition of the surplus revenue will be 
a god-send to Congress, which will find itself | 
relieved of the necessity of undertaking the 
fatal task of revising the tariff. That ques- 
tion might have rent the Democratic majority 
fatally asunder, butit looks now as if the 
Republican party would not be allowed to 
make political capital out of the failure of 
the Democrats to master the tariff situation, 
and in this way the tranquility in business 
to-day may help a Democratic candidate to 
the White House in 1884. 


A CITIZEN IN OFFICE. 

Since SHAKSPEARE’S day we have known 
that when man, proud man, is clothed with 
a little brief authority,he is apt to play fan- 
tastic tricks before high heaven, but we did 
not think the modest elevation of a city 
Councilman which has been attained by Citi- 
zen CUMMINGS would be enough to turn his 
brain and make him forget those principles 
which made him illustrious when he was 
merely Citizen CUMMINGS. 

As amember of the Citizens’ Committee, 
Brother CumMINGS was diligentin season 
and out of season in bolding officials up to 
public responsibility, in scrutinizing their ac- 
counts, in challenging their acts, and above 
all in insisting that the citizens had a perfect 
right to know all that was done by their of- 
ficial servants in their official capacity. For 
this zeal in making the people acquainted 
with the true inwardness of public manage- 
ment the people rose up and called the Citi- 
zens blessed and gave them offices, until row 
Citizen FINK is the only private leftin that 
noble little army of unselfish patriots. 

But mark the change between Citizen 
CUMMINGS and Councilman CUMMINGS. 
Councilman CUMMINGS hath hardly had 
time to warm the chair which he honors 
with his presence before he ariseth and 
calleth all the city to join him in re- 
buking the Mayor for that the Mayor 
hag allowed a newspaper to publish a 
letter received by him on official business 
and addressed to him in his official capacity. 
This Councilman CUMMINGS now considers 
a breach of privilege, and he calls on the car 
of municipal progress to halt that his brother 
Councilmen may avenge the wrong done 
him, 

It is with pain and grief that we note this 
change fromthe side of popular liberty to 
the side of official tyranny. We begin to 
look on Citizen CUMMINGS as a dangerous 
man, as one whom the people may not safely 
trust with power, and we regret that he is 
not still in private life, pursuing that patri- 
otic policy which made the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee the idois of the people and the terror 
of despots. 


THE GAS SITUATION. 

The unpopularity of the St. Louis Gas 
Company seems to have stimulated a species 
of rivalry that has more activity than intelli- 
gence, and it looks as though every «citizen 
who had nothing else to do had been sudden- 
ty animated by a desire to get a charter from 
the city and set up an opposition Gas Com- 


we should like to call the attention of these 
gentiemen to the trifling circumstance that 
the city of St. Louis has a contract .with the 
St. Louis Gas Company which is binding 
until the courts declare it otherwise, It is 
barely possible that that contract might 
be anuulled by a judicial decision, but it cer- 
ainly has not been so annulled as yet, and 
stands as the voluntary act of the city. That 
contract recognizes in the most direct 
and positive manner the exclusive right of 
the St. Louis Company inthe sonthern half 
of the city. 

As long as that contract is recognized and 
accepted it would be not merely a breach of 
contract for the city to authorize any other 
‘gas company to go to work in the district, 
but it would be an act of criminal folly. 
Even admitting that the contract is unfair or 
unjust, the city would be plainly liable for 
any damage or loss suffered by the St. Louis 
Gas Company in consequence of any breach 
of contract on the part of the city, and it 
would be the easiest thing in the worla for 
the city to incur a liability of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars merely for the empty 
satisfaction of allowing irresponsible spec- 
ulators to raid a territory which the contract 
has declared to be inviolable. The Munici- 
pal Assembly ought to dispose in short or- 
der of any proposition to involve the city in 
such a difficulty.

THE GREAT HOG CASE. 

The hollowness of the ordinary diplomatic 
twaddle about the friendship between na- 
tlons has been pretty thoroughly exposed 
by the conduct of the German Government 
in the matter of importing American pork, 
We would have never had a word to say if 
the German Government, in the exercise of 
its undoubted right, had chosen to levy a 
prohibitory duty on foreign pork, or even to 
directly prohibit all importations; then we 
would merely have had to take our chances 
with other nations. 

But the German Government has singled 
this country out for discrimination in the 
most offensive manner, and has emphasized 
the insult it meant to offer us 
by repeating the transparent falsehood on 
which it pretends to base its policy. The 
assertion that an article of food which is 
used by fifty millions of well-to-do Ameri- 
cans, and which several millions of Germans 
in this country are glad to use, is deadly or 
poisonous, or unfitin any way for human 
food, is so ridiculous a falsehood that we are 
at a loss to understand how intelligent men 
can make it with a sober face. 

Nevertheless the assertion is not only 
made and repeated, and made the basis 
of legislation affecting our interests, but the 
German Government seems to pick a quar- 
rel with our Minister because his report to 
the State Department does not support the 
position which Germany has taken. It 
would be absurd in the present century for 
two civilized nations to get into trouble over 
a question of pork, but the question is rapid- 
ly passing from the merits of American pork, 
and is now a question of diplomatic decency 
and civility.

Facts About Christopher Columbus. 
St. Louis, April 30, 1882. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Having learned that it is the intention of that 
noble benefactor, Henry Shaw, Esq., to erecta 
statue tothe great navigator, Cristoval Colon 
(commonly called Columbus), in Tower Grove 
Park, thereby adding to Mr. Shaw’s pumerous 
magnificent public gifts, who 1 take it for granted 
is of opinion that “‘ante-mortem charity s much, 
more beautiful than post-mortem benevolence,” 
permit me to offer some information 
about Christopher Columbus and his discoveries 
not perhaps geperally Kkuown In this community. 


For a very long time the island commonly called 
Cat Island, or Guanahani (the latter bales the 
indian name of the isle) was erroneously sup- 
posed to be the one on which Columbus first land- 
ed and to which he gave the name of San Salva- 
dor del Hombre. Both Humboldt and Washington 
Irving were of the opinion that this was the 
island. Navaretta and Gibbs endeavored to make 
it appear that Turk’s Isiand was eutitled to the 
honer. The latter was a resident of this island 
and owned considerable property there, Capt. 
Beachy, of the English navy, bas, however, 
proved conclusively that Cat  Isiand 
caunot be San Salvador; but that Watling’s Is- 
land, distant about thirty miles southeast of Cat 
Island, answers the conditions required better 
than any other island lying inthe truck of Col- 
umbus. His two strongest reasons against 
Cat Island are that Columbus states thathe row- 
ed around the island in one day. The sizeof Cat 
isiand makes this feat physically inpossible, 
while it is quite possible at the other islanas. He 
also speaks Of a large lake tn the interior. There 
is no such water on Cat Islana. while sucha lake 
does exist on Watling’s Island. Senor Munos 
also said this was the island. Many 
years ago, and before Capt. Beachy had settied 
the question, the writer visited Cut Island and 
was shown what was supposed by the natives to 
be the spot where Columbus first landed, and for 
a long time he was under the delusion that he had 
walked on ciassic ground on that island. The

A Critic Who Thinks the Audience Should 
Have Been Provided With Ear Trumpets and 
Eye~Glasses—What Will Winter Thinks of 
the Performance of ‘‘Casar’ and ‘The 
Hunchback.”

New York, May 2.—In adispatch to the 
Tribune about the Cincinnati festival, Will 
Winter says: It didnot require two per- 
formances to demonstrate that the Music 
Hall is unsuitable for dramatic representa- 
tions. Imagine ‘““The Hunchback” acted at 
one end of the Madison Square Garden be- 
fore an audience of 4,000 persons at the other 
end, and you have substantially the idea of 
what is in progress to-night. With spy- 
glasses and ear-trumpets this sort of enter- 
tainment might be thoroughly entertaining. 
Under the circumstances which actually ex- 
ist it affords but a fearful joy, for sometimes 
you are afraid that you won’t hear, and 
sometimes that you will. Ifadrama were 
a simple spectacle, this would be an excel- 
lent place, but it happens that the art of act-

and language. Tony Lumpkin’s remarks are 
not without aptness that the inside of a let- 
ter is the cream of the correspondence.

Many years after, by mistake, the re- 
mains of the sun were taken to Havana, Island of 
Cuba, supposivg them to be the remains of Colum- 
bus, but the ashes of the latter still lie buried in 
San Domingo.

Strong protests are being 
sent in tothe Bundersrath, and committees 
of merchants and others have visited the 
Capitol to protest against the measure. Ed- 
itorials in leading papers have fully exposed 
the falsity of the excuses for exelusion. If 
this were strictly a government of public 
opinion in the American sense, these genera! 
public appeals, backed as they are by solid 
reasoning upon indisputable facts, would 
revaih and the project would be abandoned. 
3ut this is far from being the case, and the 
prospect is stronger than ever that the decree 
will be issued. * * * The pretense of san- 
itary reasons is becoming the thinnest veil, 
which has been torn into shreds and which 
is now only insisted on as an excuse to the 
United States. The Berliver Tribune, a 
Wotan organ of the Progressists, clearly

--A Delightful District.

“Our vesse! was two-masted, but it could 
be rigged in any style so as to conceal its 
identity. After sighting a sail we always 
changed our rig, so that we were a brig one 
day, a brigantine the next, and a schooner 
on another. The object was to disguise the 
craft. There were many British men-of- 
war off the coast, looking for slavers, and 
merchant vessels always gave them informa- 
tion of suspicious-looking ships. During the 
voyage about sixty blacks who died were 
thrown overboard. We tried, of course, to 
keep them healthy, for they were ver 
valuable. We foreed them to take a bat 
every day, ana such of them as would not 
wash themselves were brought up on deck 
and washed with a rough broom and sea 
water. After landing our cargo we burned 
the vessel. 

‘‘I then went to Peru and took up a mining 
claim, out of which I made a lot of money, 
which I spent in a couple of years, chiefly fn 
England. I returned to Peru in time to take 
part in the Genico-Banco revolution, ‘in 
which I got a commission in the rebel army. 
After we had been defeated we were com- 
pelled to leave the country. For sothe years 
afterward [ wandered around the world on 
different ships until seven years ago. Then 
I settled down in this neighborhood and 
built my boat. 

“About twenty years after leaving the In- 
dians I paid a visit to the tribe and found 
thern much debased. They were glad to see 
me, but I was sorry to see their condition.” 

“The Comanches,” he said, ‘‘used to have 
a proverb thatif you would have sense von 
should watch the stars, the spider, and the 
worm. I have always had a great love for 
nature, and I find enjoyment in these curi- 
osities. My life is quiet and independent. I 
sell shells and things of that kind, and make 
medicine and write verses. By these means 
I make enough money to meet my needs. In 
the summer i launch my boat and take out 
fishing parties and excursions.”

From the Philadelphia Times. 


Samuel S. Sanford, whois known as the 
father of negro minstrelsy, is brimful of rec- 
ollections of Foster and other song-writers 
of the country. The old end man was met 

esterday by a reporter, who found him just 
nthe mood for talking. “One thing I’ve 

ot to say is this,” said he, as he tilted back 
fis silk hat and placed his thumbs in his 
vest arm-holes; “I think that too much is 
thought of Foster and too little of Nelson 
Kneass. Foster owed his first introduction 
to the public to Nelson’s generosity. Nelson 
had written a lot of songs that are now more 
sung by ait? than Foster’s. There's 
‘Jane O’ Mallet,’ a quartet founded on the 
death of a poor young woman who Was 
found in the Hudson; ‘Ben Bolt,’ one of the 
most popular in the minstrel repertoire, “The 
Miller,’ ‘Hold Your Horses.” ‘Wake Up, 
Jake,’ ‘Nellie Wasa Lady,’ ‘Juniata John- 
son,’ and besides these he wrote any nuinber 
of buriesques of operas and sentiniental 
songs. Away about 1845 it used to be one of 
the attractions of minstrel troupes to_ offer 

rizes for conundrums and songs. In Pitts- 
care our company, in which Nelson was 
the musical director, offered a cup for the 
best song, and Nelson wrote severa himself, 
because he was afraid there would not be 
enough sent in to make a good public con- 
test. Foster sent ina song—I don’t remem- 
ber now what it was—but the judges didn t 
pick it out for honors, but pitched upon one 
of Nelson Kneass’. Nelson went to them 
privately and told them that he had only ea- 
tered in order to make a good show, and that, 
in his opinion, the cup ought to be given 
to Foster. That was done. Foster got the 
cup, and after that plenty of minstrel troupes 
came along and asked him to write them 
songs. I bought the manuscript of three 
from him for $50, and it was my_ company 
that. in the fall of 1854 in Pittsburg, 
brought out ‘Come Where My Love Lies 
Dreaming,’ ‘Hard Times Come Again No 
More,’ ‘rhe Old Kentucky Home,’ and 
‘Glendy Burke.’ I have the original mao- 
uscript yet. I knew both Foster and Neison 
Kneass, and I think Nelson was the better 


man.”

SOCIAL REVOLUTION. 


The Venerable Wickedness of Her Aris- 
tocracy About to Blow Up Europe. 
Rev. Robert Laird Collyer’s London Letter in Chicago 

Tribune. 

You have heard of the arrests in Birming- 
ham and London of the men who have been 
manufacturing nitro-glycerine in such enor- 
mous quantities, and who have been caught 
just in the moment to save London from 
widespread and horrible disaster. But you 
have not heard across 4,000 miles of land and 
water the echo of the feeling in England. 
This feeling is very complex. The public 
press suppresses this feeling, as it deems, in 
the interest of social order. _All sober- 
minded persons look upon this Fenian plot 
to carry on assassination widespread with 
detestation and horror. The full —— and 

nalty of the law must be used and en- 

orced. All this goes without saying. But 
the dominant conviction is that we are just 
at the beginning of a European political and 
social revolution. The old regime is draw- 
ing toits close. It is given out that never 
again will a crown be permitted to be placed 
upon a head in Europe. Men who are sober 
and as prophetic as was Isaiah, as solemn 
and as pathetic as was Jeremiah, call the 
world to order. “Halt.” All along the 
lines these men are shouting “Halt.” 

Education, steam, electricity have intro- 
duced man to man all over Europe. Man is 
in solemn conclave. In London, in its 
streets, its clubs, its galleries, omeng all 
sections of soclety, men are propounding 
questions in social statics that no philoso- 
phy can answer, except just one—svcial rev- 
olution! 

The wrongs of Ireland are venerable and 
heinous. England has been strong and cun- 
fident. The wrongs of Ireland haye been 
recognized and redress promised. As far 
back as 1842 a royal commission reported to 
Pariiament ia favor of certain reforms in 
Ireland, Bill after bill has for these forty 
years been introduced looking to reforma- 
tory legislation, and they have either been 
defeated or dropped. 

Englishinen own Ireland. These few 
thousand land-owners have, up to now, ex- 
acted every farthing of “rent in good years 
and bad years, and have spent their money 
in England. Ireland has been villainously 
governed and socially ill used. 

So te the end would Ireland have been gov- 
erned andill-used hadshe not made her 
voice heard in the land. But really the Irish 
question momentous as dynamite is causing 
it to be, is but a small factor in this general 
European revolution. 

‘The Czar of Russia is the absolute ruler of 
85,000,000 souls. He keeps in his Winter 


Palace 7,000 servants! Heanad the imperial 
family of Russia absorban amountof the 
wealth of these 85,000,000 souls almost be- 


yond calculation and beyond the knowledge 
of any one of them. But Russia 1s far away. 
Perhaps not so far but that we shall hear the 
report of more dynamite explosions there 
before the imperial crown Is piaced upon an- 
other head. he extent of tie precautions 
being taken in Russia isalmost unbelievable. 
Even now the whole line of travel from the 
palace where the Czar now is, tothe Krem- 
in, where he is to be annvinted and crowned 
at Moscow, is guarded by the military and 
civie police. 

But let us look nearer home. The Qneen’s 
yearly grant of over £300,000 does not ai ail 
represent what her Majesty costs this nation. 
Her palaces, her parks, her yachts, and 
almost her households are kept at public ex- 
pense.
